The line of couples waiting to wed in circuit 
court Saturday morning wasn’t longer than 
usual, court clerks said. What was unusual was 
that— for the first time in Cook County or II- 
linois—it included several same-sex couples 
with a license to marry. 

Some held bouquets, wore white dresses or 
gray suits, and were accompanied by family or 
friends, but any trappings of a familiar wedding 
scene had to come together quickly for these 
couples. A federal judge Friday allowed Cook 
County to issue marriage licenses months be- 
fore a state marriage law is scheduled to take 
effect. 

Greg Gale, 62, said he scrambled to put 
appropriate wedding attire together—he de- 
cided on a light-colored suit and red tie—Sat- 
urday morning after he and his now-husband, 
Chris Ferguson, 61, decided in the early morn- 
ing hours to marry after driving to the Cook 
County clerk’s office Friday to be among the 
first to get their license. 

After the four-minute ceremony, the smiling 
couple of more than 20 years, from Blooming- 
dale, reflected on the day’s significance. 

“It’s historic,” Gale said. “Yesterday morn- 
ing I had filled out an application to get mar- 
ried in Iowa because it was legal there, [but] we 
wanted to do it here, where we live. It’s just a 
once-in-a-lifetime thing.” 

Paperwork in hand, Lisa Martin and Vicki 
Kenyon waited in line at the court office, ca- 
sual in jeans and sweaters. After 13 years to- 
gether, the couple were relieved to “upgrade 
the relationship status,” Kenyon said, from a 
civil union to marriage. 

“Tt’s just kind of neat to be part of the first 
people doing it,” said Kenyon, 46, adding that 
because she travels often for work, “having 
that legal protection is really important to us.” 

US. District Judge Sharon Johnson Cole- 
man’s ruling was announced late Friday morn- 
ing, drawing 46 gay couples to the lower level 
of the Daley Center to get a marriage license. 
Thanks to a waiver from a judge, Cook County 
Clerk David Orr even married a couple Friday, 
giving them red roses to celebrate. 

Flanked by their 9-year-old daughter and 
5-year-old son, Theresa Volpe and Mercedes 
Santos held hands as Orr officiated at their 
marriage ceremony in his office in the Loop. 
The couple were part of a previous lawsuit over 
gay union rights and had testified in Spring- 
field on behalf of gay marriage.

Why wait? Judge’s ruling 
allows gay marriage to 
commence in Cook County

The state’s first gay marriage was Nov. 27, 
when Chicagoans Vernita Gray and Patricia 
Ewert wed after a federal court ordered the 
Cook County clerk to immediately issue them 
a license because Gray was battling terminal 
cancer. Gray and Ewert had filed a lawsuit in 
US. District Court arguing that they should be 
granted the right to marry immediately. 

The women, both in their mid-6os, had 
been in a committed relationship for more 
than five years and in 2011 entered into a civil 
union. Gray has lived in Illinois all her life and 
has terminal breast cancer. It was her last wish 


to be formally married to her partner, the cou- 
ple’s attorneys said at the time. 

But Saturday was the first day most couples 
could wed because Illinois licenses, which are 
valid for 60 days, require couples to wait a cal- 
endar day before marrying. Couples in an IIli- 
nois civil union can get a marriage license with 
its $60 fee waived. 

The ruling applies only to Cook County, 
but couples like Gale and Ferguson who live 
in other counties can get their license in Cook 
County if they also are married in the county, 
Orr said. 


Gov. Quinn signed the state’s same-sex mar- 
riage bill into law Nov. 20 during a ceremo- 
ny at the University of Illinois at Chicago 
attended by more than 2,000 supporters. In 
her decision announced Friday, U.S. District 
Judge Sharon Johnson Coleman wrote that 
“there is no reason to delay further when no 
opposition has been presented to this Court 
and committed gay and lesbian couples 
have already suffered from the denial of 
their fundamental right to marry.”

Canadian imucician Harry Mane said be felt 
alone ancl insecure Prickiy aa he stepped ons 
stage just hours after his signature Indian 
guitar had been stolen in Chicago. 

But a Facebook message about the theft 
he posted that night went viral, producing 
3.5 million views, multiple offers of help and, 
ultimately, a replacement shipped from India 
by a stranger. 

Manx filed a police report saying that the 
guitar, called a Mohan veena, was stolen ear- 
lier that day from a baggage claim at O’Hare. 

That night he posted a message on the 
social media website, telling fans what hap- 
pened and pleading for the return of the gui- 
tar he had been playing for 20 years. 

Forty minutes into the show, Manx 
checked Facebook and found 50,000 people 
had seen his note. By Sunday morning, he 
said, that figure had ballooned to 3.5 million 


views, Thousands of people have shared the 
post and at least three people have odfererd rr 
echd hii a cow instruct, 

“sueberedy, the where clynarnic changed,” 
hie said of dhe Faockook feedback, “T haverrt 
felt alone since.” 

On Friday morning, Manx arrived ar 
O’Hare from Toronto to play a weekend of 
shows in Wisconsin. Bur when be reaches 
the Terminal 2 baggage claim at acie47 am.

ers that carried the guitar was missing. 

After speaking with palice, Manx, 99, said 
he learned someone had picked up the muaizar, 
along with another traveler's bag, ariel headed 
out the door.

The Brooklyn Nets signed veteran center Ja- 
son Collins to a 10-day contract Sunday, mak- 
ing him the first openly gay active player in 
North America’s four major sports. 

Collins, 35, came off the bench Sunday 
night during Brooklyn’s game against the 
L.A. Lakers. 

“The decision to sign Jason was a basketball 
decision,” general manager Billy King said 
in a statement. “We needed to increase our 
depth inside, and with his experience and 
size, we felt he was the right choice for a 
10-day contract.” 

“Jason told us that his goal was to earn 
another contract with an NBA team,” NBA 
Commissioner Adam Silver said. “Today, I 


want to commend him on achieving his goal. 
I know everyone in the NBA family is excited 
for him and proud that our league fosters an 
inclusive and respectful environment.” 

Collins has not played in an NBA game 
since April 17, 2013, when he was playing for 
the Washington Wizards. 

Collins made a historic announcement 
about his sexual orientation to Sports Illus- 
trated in April 2013, in a story that ran in the 
magazine’s May 6 issue. 

“T wish I wasn’t the kid in the classroom 
raising his hand and saying, ‘I’m different,’ ” 
Collins wrote. “If I had my way, someone else 
would have already done this. Nobody has, 
which is why I’m raising my hand.”

Rachel Brosnahan 
in ‘House of Cards’ 


From Highland Park 
to ‘House of Cards’

Rachel Brosnahan was only supposed to have 
five lines on Netflix’s “House of Cards.” 

As Rachel Posner, a call girl, Brosnahan’s 
role was slated for a two-episode arc in the 
critically acclaimed series starring Kevin Spac- 
ey as ruthless politician Francis Underwood. 

But then showrunner Beau Willimon 
thought up a series-changing idea that al- 
lowed for Brosnahan to play a crucial role in 
another character’s downfall. 

“She had done such a fine job those first 
two episodes that I started exploring what 
it would mean to bring her character back 
and fully three dimensionalize her,” Willi- 
mon said. “Rachel was so fantastic when we 
brought her back that I just wanted to write 
for her more and more.” 

For Highland Park’s Brosnahan, 23, every 
episode she returned for was a surprise, a 
“dream come true.” 

“I had no idea where the story was going, 
and so every episode that came up, something 
new and exciting was happening,” she said. “It 
was just food. I was hungry for it.” 

Brosnahan has had an appetite for story 
since she can remember, and her resume dis- 
plays a feast of rich roles. She booked her first 
professional gig, a small part in the Michael 
Bay-produced horror movie “The Unborn,” 
while she was still at Highland Park High 


School. She was cast in a main stage produc- 
tion at Steppenwolf as a freshman at New 
York University, a role that landed her on Tri- 
bune critic Chris Jones’ 2009 list of up-and- 
comers to watch. And within the past year, 
Brosnahan appeared in “Beautiful Creatures,” 
which starred Emma Thompson and Jeremy 
Irons, filmed guest-starring roles in NBC’s 
“The Blacklist” and ABC’s soon-to-be-re- 
leased “Black Box” and made her Broadway 
debut alongside Bobby Cannavale in “The 
Big Knife.” 

Brosnahan’s Posner is tough, cunning, un- 
trusting and emotionally worn. The first sea- 
son revealed that Posner dropped out of high 
school as a sophomore and strongly implied 
that her father abused her. Since finding her- 
self tied up in Underwood’s plans, she’s been 
pushed around by his chief of staff Doug 
Stamper, played by Michael Kelly. Season 2 
sees Posner push back against Stamper and 
attempt to create a life of her own. 

“I think she is incredibly calculated because 
she has to be,” Brosnahan said of her character. 
“She is not in a position of power, and I think 
something that the show explores is that all of 
these characters are fighting for power. They 
are fighting for agency in their lives and hay- 
ing varying degrees of success. I think she is 
incredibly powerful, and I think she is under- 
rated. ... She is that quiet kind of smart.”
